The letter 
press supplied by Mr. Beaufort appears 
to boacourate and reliable, and some 
valuable data are given in articles by 
other writers to us unknown, but there 
seems to bea good deal of unnecessary 
repetition. This is not the fault of the 
writers of the articles, who, by request, 
have been sending in material inde- 
pendent of each other and | without 
knowledge of the scope of each other's 
articles. The fault lies entirely with 
the editor at Montreal, who, having a 


large mass of material placed in his 
bands, does not appear to have had the 
capacity to mould it intoja Y) 
and connectec story, The 
simply been pitchforked into the r, 
instead of being carefully revised and 
edited. In one case, a contribution of 
about seventy lines appears twice, word 
for} word, firet on page’ 415 under, the 
heading, “Dairy Farming in the Calgary 
District," and again on page 422 under 
the title of “Dairy Interests of Cal 
District.” 1n the one case the aut 
ship is ascribed to “Mr. James Ruby of 
her ny in the other it is called “a 
letter from a well known gentleman.” 
No ono would suppose from these sug- 
gestions that the author was councillor 
James Reilly, We have spoken of this 
asa “contribution”; asa matter of fact 
it is copied bodily from a ©. P. RB. 
pamphlet. There are two articles on 
the early days of Calgary,—one at page 
410, a second at page 418,—when one 
would have sufficed. The publication 
of Mr, Field's portrait as the only por- 
trait in the number has, we understand, 
given great offence, especially as every- 
body knows it has been paid for. If it 
waa considered expedient to pnblish 
portraits, certainly precedence should 
be given to some one representative of 
the city as a whole, such as tho Mayor or 
some leading pioneer such as Major 
Walker, or some represer‘stive of the 
Dominion authority, such as Colonel 
Herchmer or Judge Rouleau, or the 
bearer of ecclesiastical authority, Bish- 
op Pinkham. Again, i the selection 
of ieee buildings itis remarkable that 
neither the new Court House nor the Po- 
lice Barracks, the two most prominent 
features among our public edifices, was 
hotographed, while of private build 
Pott the Bank of Montreal and the 
berta Hotel are ? except on @ 
minor scale, and the K:ng block is ab- 
sent entirely. It is possible -as already 
atated—that these may be forthcoming 
in future numbers, but they should have 
appeared in this Calgary number iu pre- 
ference to some other engravings which 
find a place there. As regards ue i 
ing of private residences,—-eight of them 
on @ einglo page,—several of them ag 
handsome buildings as can be found in 
Canada, this seems like treating them, in 
the circumstances, with studied con- 
tempt. On the whole, the mercenary 
spirit predominates in tke Calgary num-~ 
ber. ‘I'he town is not properly reprenent- 
edin the engravings; people do not see 
the very best side ot it; because the en- 
gravings which have been paid for by 
private parties have received the place 
of honor. ‘This, we apprehend, is the 
naked truth. 

Nevertheless, we adhere to the opinion 
that the town gots value for all it contrib 
utes It pays $200 for 2,000 copies, and 
no one can honestly say we do not get 
$200 worth of benefit. There are pany 
defects, many blunders, but the gene 
effect wiil be beneficial. People will 
read ot Calgary who never heard of it 
before. They wili see in the illustrations 
and letter press description that we 
have a town of whic’ we do well to be 
proud, ‘Theattention cf capitalisis will 
be drawn to Calgary through this medium. 
Those seeking a pleasant home will be 
drawn to the comforts and attractions 
which Calgary can offer. And in a 
variety of ways our town will be bene- 
fitted. Making due allowance for omis- 
sions and other defects, the $200 which 
the town disburses for the Calgary 
number will still be a good investment.
